Into Frauce they rushed in overwhelming 
numbers. The French line between 
Nancy and Metz was brokeo. Battle 
after battle,day after day, on the Moselle 
end the Mense were the consequence. 
“The Prossians seemed determined to kill 
off a quarter of million of men rather 
~ than any should be allowed to stop 
them from campiog under the walls of 
Paris, aod if necessary make the Seine as 
Beet 7 tte Moselle, the Meuee, and 
the Marne. From the frontier to Vitry 
le Francais they lost 100,000 men. Our 
telegrams give gloomy accounts of the

in theiradvance on Paris. Bazaine’s ma— 
nouver has been successful. The Pros— 
sian line has been threatened or cut—the 
Prince Royal being seperated, from King 
Willism’s army. The French now ex- 
tend from Metz to Reims and Chalons, 
and thence to Paris. French general- 
ship is now begining to be seen, and 
it is doubtful whether the Prus- 
sians will get to Paris as soon as ex 
pected. Before they will be able to do 
so there are likely to be some hotly 
contested battles in the neighborbood of 
Metz, Verdun, and Chalons. It is im- 
possible to speculate with any great de- 
gree of accuracy, as to the immediate or ul- 
timate results of French generolship ; 
+ but it does seem that they are likely to be 
more successfal in the fature. Within the 
next fortnight the result of the campaign 
is likely to appear, and probably peace 
may be determined. ‘The loss of the Prus- 
sians on the 18th may afford grounds on 
which to enable foreign powers to pro- 
pose terms of peace ; and as the Prus- 
siens have declared that they have no 
desire to annex French soil, there-seems 
to be no reason why France shoald con- 
tinue the war, except the presence of 
Prossiang on French soil. It is true 
France declared war first, and bas not 
acquired much military glory up to the 
present. ‘It is true that something more 
may be asked by the French people be- 
fore they would consent to peace ; bat 
it ie difficult to @, with the public 
opinion of Eu eclaring that the war 
_ it: mrs a cause, that the 
iperor would refuse peace. The in 
rity of Belgium is guaranteed by all te 
great powers, France included. The 
only territorial object to be attained by 
France would be Luxembourg, Rhenish 
Prussia, and the Palatinate. It does not 
seem to us, howéver, that the Emperor 
will insist on war to acquire them. An 
honorable peace, and the military pres- 
tige of France preserved, is likely to be 
the extreme limit of his demand. To go 
Deyond will be a hazardous game,

Lady Franklin io Cincinnati. 


{From the Cincinnati Chronicle, July 23. f 


Lady Franklin, of England, widow of Sir 
John Franklin, the great Artic explorer, ac- 
companied by ber niece, Mrs. Cracreft, ar- 
rived ia this city at haif-past six, o'clock, 
this*morning, from California. She was met 
at the depot and conducted to the Burnet 
House by Capt. C, F. Hall, the well-known 
explorer, of our city. 

Lady Franklin comes to Cincinnati with 
the sole purpose of seeing and. thanking the 
man who has devoted so many years of his 
life to the search for tidings of Sir John 
Franklin and his ill-fated expedition. She 
was hastening with all speed to New York, 
where it was expected Captain Hall would 
be awaiting her, but leareing that he had 
arrived in this city, she changed her route, 
and proceeded directly from Chicago here, 
arriving ag stated above. 

The long and tiresome journey from the 
Pacific has greatly exhausted her, and this 
morning, at her special request, she was not 
disturbed ber. Arrangements are being 
made for suitable conveyance to the leading 
suburbs, where itis thought she will pass 
to-morrow. 

Lady Franklin is now about eighty years 
of age, and since the loss of Sir John’s ex- 
pedition ber life. has been an active one. 
Bverything- about the Northwest Passage 
ship of Sir John’s expedition is well known. 
The vessel was tound by Ook-goo-lik natives, 
near O'Reilly Island, latitude 68° 30’ norih, 
longitude 99° 8’ west, early in the spring of 
1849, four yeats after the expedition com- 
menced, it being frozen in the midst of a 
smooth and unbroken flow of ice; of only one 
winter's formation. When it became known 
that the expedition was really lost, Lady 
Franklin .put. forth efforts to gain some 
tidings of it, but fora long time with little 
or uo. success, Fully resolved; however, to 
accomplish her purpose, she gradually sur- 
mounted the difficulties, and bas caused the 
way-to be opened for valuable discoveries. 


Dicxess awp Royatty.—So much misap- 
prebension exists in America—and possibly 
England too—as to the facts of Mr. Dicken’s 
estrangement from court for many years, that 
it is worth while recapitulating them in their 
trathfulness. Mr. Dickens. add his friends 
had acted “‘The Frozen Deep”’ in the gallery 
of illustrations, and in presence of the Queen 
and of the Prince Consort. The cartain hav- 
ing fallen, the principal actor was seated in 
his dressing-room utterly exhausted, when he 
waz called on by one of her Majesty’s house- 
hold with a request from the, Queen to wait 
upon beratcnce.

Loxpox,, August 23.—A Paris correspond- 
ent telegraphs that Bazaine has succeeded in 
cutting the enemy’s lines, and that he is re- 
treating upon Montmedy, by way of Antern 
and Loquion. 

It is reported that the Urown Prince of 
Prussia has withdrawn his army from the 
advance on Paris and gone to support the 
Prussian army west of Metz, whose position 
is seriously threatened with a formidable at- 
tack from Bazaine, who, it is said; has been 
reinforced by McMahon. 

New York, August 23.—A special from 
London, August 23, says private advices as- 
sert that the Chalons army has gone in the 
direction of Theonville, in a desperate effort 
to effect a junction with Bazaine, and thus 
escaping the Crown Prince and that part of 
the main German army to the north of Ver- 
dun. McMahoa was driven to choose be- 
tween either leaving the road to Paris open 
to the Crown Prince, or by holding it, to sac- 
rifice Bazaine’s army. 

Paris, August 23.—The journals to-day 
say m dispatch has been received from Ba- 
saine, in which he declares his intention of 
remaining near Metz, without fighting. 

A decree, officially promulgated, declares 
that the city of Nice is in a state of siege. 

The Constitutionel, from some official 
authority, contradicts, in positive terms, the 
London Times report that the Empress 
Eugenie has sued for the mediation of Queen 
Victoria. 

Details of the battle of the 18th are still 
wanting, even at Berlin. German dispatches 
to-day are meagre. 

Barus, August *23.—The Herald's special 
says, the German forces in France are under- 
going a partial reorganization, and are being 
reinforced and ‘redistributed. They will go 
into battle in the following order: First 
army, under Stenmitz,composéd of 1th,7th 8th 
and 9th Prussian army corps, and amounting 
to 100,000 infantry and 28,000 cavalry; second 
army, under Prince Fredrick Charles, com- 
posed of the 2d, 3d, 4th, 10th and 12th corps, 
of the Prussian Guards Royal, Saxon corps 
and # division of the Grand Duchy of Hesse. 
This is the strongest of their urmies ; it con- 
tains 48 regiments, in batallions; there is 4 
regiments of artillery and 38 regiments of 
cavalry; the aggregate is 220,000 men and 
2,000 guns. Third army, commanded by the 
Crown Prince, is formed of two Bavarian 
army corps, under Generals Taun and Her- 
mao, andone mixed corpsof Baden and 
Wurtemburg troops, commanded by Gen. 
Von Werden; also Sth and tlth Prussian 
army corps. The grand total of the German 
forces in France is 520,000, divided into 16 
army corps. 

Up to this time 300,000 land webr have en- 
tered Alasce and Lorraine and invest and 
occupy places inthe rear, and relieve the 
reguiar soldiers from these duties, so that 
they may join their own regiments in the 
front. 

Orders have been issued te disband the 
Venetian reserves called out at the commence- 
ment of the war. 

Loxvoy, August 23.—It is certain that a 
project has been brought forward by the Great 
Powers, having for its object the prevention 
of the dis-memberment of France. The 
French Government assures the Pope that 
Italy has no intention-of attacking Rome. 
The Papal troops have beeu withdrawn from 
the campaign to defend the city. 

The Bavarian Government bas forbidden 
the promulgation of the dogma of [nfulli- 
bility in that country. 


California. 


Yerxa, August 23.—Johi Welch, formwer- 
y of Oro Fino, wes found dead, about a mile 
from Sawyers Bar, Lanterns county, on the 
16th, It is supposed he died during a state 
of intoxication: 

‘The Norfolk ledge, Cottonwood, is yielding 
$38 per ton. 

A company of cavalry arrived at Fort 
Klamath, after the Madoc Indians, who re- 
fuse to remain on the reservation. 

Srocxton, August 23.—A passenger on the 
steamer Amador was robbed, last night, of a 
satchel containing $400. 

San Harsio, August 23,—A Greek, named 
Antonia, was arrested to-day, charged with 
committing a rape on a little girl six years 
old. The citizens are much excited, and 
salk of lynching the prisoner, who, for better 
security, was conveyed to the jail at Martinez. 
The child is severely and, perhaps, fatally 
injured. The prisoner does not deny his 
gailt, but simply asks to be saved from mob 
violence. 

Saw! Francisco, August 23.—Vedas Proun 
Ceamento is in Lincoln; he isa complete 
fizzle. The Governor General, who arrived 
by the Continental, says he has only twenty 
Americans, and about 150 demoralized Mexi- 
cans, with whom he is dodging around from 
place to place- The destruction of the For- 
ward was adeath blow to his hopes. An 
expedition is being fitted out by the Gover% 
ment at -Duringo, under Gen. Uorena, to pur- 
sue him, and if he is: protected by Losida to 
bring that chieftain to submission. 

The feeling in all parts of the country 
seems to be strong against Lerdo de Tejada, 
but not against Juarez. It ia generally be- 
lieved that the Government will not dare to 
shoot Negretta, but will give him some pos- 
ition which will insure his adherence to the 
administration. 

All are satisfied that the Mercantile Li- 
brary Lottery will not be drawn on the day 
first announced. Postponment for 30 days 
will probably be advertised in a day or two. 

The German and French parties sre dis- 
cussing the war news wi'h increased bitter- 
ness, and there is more excited feeling 
manifested than at any previous time. 

It. being. understood that Mr. Seward is 
much fatigued, bis numerous friends have 
decided to discourage any ovation. . 

It is understood that Gen. Sherman will 
participate with the California Pioneers in 
celebrating the anniversary of the admission 
of California into the Union, he having 
written to that effect. 

Ashbury, owner of the yacht Cambria, pro- 

poses visiting California, and will be received 
by the San Francisco Yacht Club. 
_ The French are celebrating their rumored 
victories with great enthusiasm, and are out 
in the streets with music, &c. The Germans 
regard the news as not discouraging and are 
as confident as ever. 

Los Axegtos, August 23.—Extensive fires 
are raging in the Coast Range of mountains, 
north of the city, among the timber. 

Sax Disco, August 23.—A shooting affray 
occurred at Wilson’s ranch, on the Fort 
Yuma road, a few days ago, in which Henry 
Sheratt.and wife were seriously wounded by 
@ man-named Wilson. No arrests.
